MORE TAXES. 


New Stamp Duties for 
Hongkong. 


COMPREHENSIVE MEASURE 
‘ ’ INTRODUCED. 


An important Bill, amending 
the law relating to Stump Daty, 
was read a firat tim? in the 
Legislative Council Chamber to- 
day. tt imposes severul new 
dutica and increases others. From 
the Objects and Reasons we 
extract the following: 

the objects of this bill are (a) 
to increase the revenue from 
stamp duties (4) to facilitate ‘the 
collection of those duties and 
prevent evasion, and (+) to correct 
various defects in the present law 
which have long been + 1own to 
exist. he need for additional 
revenue is urgent. 

The bill is based as far, as 
possible on the United Kingdom 
Stamp Acts, references to which 
appear in the marginal. notes 
throughout. There is, however, 
one great difference between the 
Acts and this bill,. Inthe ‘United 
Kingdom, speahing generally and 


“TL subject to certain clearexceptions, 


the payment of stamp duty is 
voluntary. In other words, it is 
no offence not to stamp an in- 
strument, and the Crown cannot 
suo for the duty. Phe only sane- 
tion is that if the instrument ever 
has to be given in evidence 
in civil proceedings it is not 
admitted until the duty, and 
a small penalty, have heen 
paid, In tie bill the payment 
of stamp duty is made compulsory 
in every case except four, 
i.e. attested copies, duplicates, 
agreements of service with a 
corporate body, and agreements 
under hand (other than agreements 
forthe sale of goods.and other 
property, the stamping of which 
is made compulsory). In other 
words, the Collector can sue for the 
duty, and it is also a criminal 
offence not to stamp. The 
position under the existing 
Ordinance is not clear: it is 
arguable that stamping is com- 
pulsory. but the cufrent opinion 
is that except in certain special 
cases, stamping is. voluntary as 
in the United Kingdom. 

Certain duties imposed by the 

hill ers entirely new, the 
duties on agreements for the sale 
of goods, on exchange contracts 
and on telegraphic transfers and 
the late registration duty. Others 
»re new to she Colony, fe, the 
duties ‘on share contract notes 
und on certificates to practise. 
. The definitions in clause 3 of 
the bill are based largely on the 
United Kingdom Acts. Attention 
is drawn to the new definitions 
of “cheque” and “partnership 
instrument.” The former will 
make illegal the evasion of bill of 
exchange duty carried out by the 
use of cheques (in the old sense) 
drawn by bankers here on their 
branches .or agents outside the 
Colony. The definition of “ part- 
nership instrument,” it will be 
seen, is not limited toinstruments 
used in the formation of a part- 
nership. 

Sub-clause (5) of 5 make ‘the 
payment of stamp duty a civil 
debt, and the non-payment of 
stamp duty a criminal offence, 
except where in the schedule 
stamping is stated to be 
voluntary. : 

Clause 6 is intended to make 
all unstamped instruments 
inadmissable in evidence or for 
registration,even though, at the 
time when the instrument ia 
tendered, the payment of duty 
has not yet, by lapse of time, 
become a civil deot ora criminal 
liability. 

Clause 10, which deals wish 
aplitting, is a general application 
of a principle which has hitherto 
been anplied in the Colony, and 
in tre United Kingdom, only to 
the particular case‘of receipts. 

Clause 16, which relates to late 
stamping by special leave, gives 
to the Collector somo powers at

The duty on agreainents for the 
sale of property haa been adopted 
from the United Kingdo n Stamp 
Acts. It is intended to prevent 
evaajon of conveyance duty.. The 
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agreement pays the same ad 
valorem. duty a8 a conveyance; 
and the subsequent conveyance. 
pays nothing. If the agreement 
is rescinded, theduty isreturnable. 
The heading do2s not apply to 
agreements for the sale of goods, 
vessels, or immovable property 
situate out of the Coldny. . 

Clause 22, which deals with 
certificates to practise, introduces. 
a form of taxation new to the 
Colony. The ‘only precedent 
known is the annual certificate 
required in the United Kiegdom 
from solicitors and notaries 
public. Tho fee’ there varies 
from £3 to £9, Under the clause 
in the bill the certificates must be 
taken out before beginning to 
practise. i.c., in the general case, 
they should be taken 
out in December for the 
following year. A tempor- 
ary regulation wil! however, be 
made. allowing to persons in 
practice at the commencement of 
the Ordinance .a period of one 
month from that date to take out 
their certificates for 1921, 

Crause 23 introduces another 
entirely pew duty, that on ex- 
change contracts. Exchange con- 
tracts which resultin trangactions 
that pay bill of exchange or tele- 
graphic transfer duty will not 
pay exchange contract duty. The 
rate of duty. is the same as that 


on bifjs of exchange and tolegra-' 


phic transfers, i.7.. 10 cents on 
every $500, : 

The share contract duty is naw 
in Hongkong, but it exists. in the 
the United Kingdom. ‘The. scale 
in tho United Kingdom ad- 
vances by thirtean ‘steps, from 
6d. on £100 to £1 on amounts 
over £20,000. The scale in the 
Schedule to the bill is $2 for all 
amounts up to $10,000 and $5 for 
all amounts above thag figure. 

The telegraphic grausfer, duty 
is new, but there seems to Be no 
valid reason why remittances by 
telegraphic transfer should escape 
duty while remittances by bill of 
exchange pay: The rate is the 
game as the dill of exchange and 
exchange covtract rate, ie, 10 
cents for every $500. 

Clause 29 is an attempt to deal 
with the problem of blank trans- 
fers, i.e. transfers of shares 
executed by the reg stered owner 
in which the name of the trans- 
feree is left blank. These transfers 
pass to successive purchasers 
before being finally completed and 
registered and thus many trans- 
fers escape paying duty. - The 
question of making all blank 
transfers illegal was considered 
but it was thought that such a 
prohibition would interfere 
unduly with a common ‘practice 
which has been found. to be useful 
and convenient. Blank transfers 
are therefore not made illegal, 
but an inducement to prompt 
registration of transfers is offered, 
or, perhaps it should be said, a 
penalty is placed on late 
registrations. No tate registra- 
tion penalty is incurred if the 
transfer is registered ‘within one 
month after execution by the 
transferor. It must, however, 
-not be overlooked that this late 
registration duty is only an 
additional safeguard against 
evasion, and that every transfer 
of shares must in any event’pay 
the share - transfer duty: It 
should be noted that in future all 
transfers of shares must contain 
the true date of execution by the 
transferor, and that no transfers 
must be accepted unless they 
either (a) contain the date of ex- 
ecution by the transféror or () 
are duly stamped. This clause 
refers only to shares on registers 
kept in the Colony: 

Clause 41 is meant to fasten 
and broaden the liability in.the 
case of instruments executed in 
the name of a corporate body or 
firm.: It is intended. that criminal 
liability shall attach, to the cor- 
porate body itself in the former 
case, and to the person appearing 
to have the management -in the 
letter case, upon mere failure to 
stamp. In-/other . words, the 


corporate ‘body. in the’ ‘one 


case, dnd the manager in, the’ 


other.case, will be liable for the 
mere ‘omission, apart from any 
question of intention to evade pr 
of guilty knowledge, and will be 
bound ‘to sde that the instrament 
is duly stamped,’ qh.

The power of inspection given 
by clause 43 may seem rather 
wide and severe, but it will pro- 
bably be used comparatively. 
seldom and it.is considered very 
desirable to have the power in 
reserve. ; 

The maximum penalty provided 
in clause 46 (a fine not exceeding 
$10,000 and imprisonment not 
exceeding one-year) may seem 
high, but the temptations to 
-evasion, and the gain resulting 
from continued evasion, will be 
great in certain cases. 

The Companies (Sale of Shares) 
Ordinance, 1891, Ordinance No. 5 
of 1891, which is known ar 
“ Keawick's Ordinance,” is re- 
pealed in clause 45 (1) because it 
does not seen reasonable to 
collect under oné Ordinance a 
duty on .instruments which are 
made void by another Ordinance. 
That position would arise if 
Ordinance No; 5. of 1891 were 
allowed to stand on the 
statute book after the introduc- 
tion of the new Share Contract 
Note duty. The Ordinance, in 
any case, has not justified itself. 

The subject of death duties was 
formerly regulated by the Stamp 
Ordinance, 1901, Ordinance No. 
16 of 1901, and when a new scale 
of death duties was introduced 
by the Estate, Duty Ordinance, 
1915, Ordinance No. 16 of 1915, 
it was provided : that. the old 
scale should apply tothe estates 
of persons dving before the 
commencement of the Estate 
Duty Ordinance. It seems 
unnecessary to preserve this tem- 
porary provision any longer. To 
repeal it ie the object of sub- 
clause (3) of clause 47 of the bill. 

The following remarks apply 
to the Schedule to the bill :— 

Adjudication fee:—The adjudi- 
cktion fee has been fdised from 
$l to $10. The amount of duty 
involved in an adjudication is 
usually large. 

Agroement for the sale of goods: 
~This duty is new, but. the point 
seems {to be a convenient and 
suitable one at which to impose a 
tax, and the yield should be sub- 
stantial Agreements where the 
value of the goods does not exceed 
$100 are exempt. An adhesive 
stamp may be used if the agree- 
ment be stamped before execution 
by any party thereto: otherwise, 
the agreement must be stamped 
with an overembossed stamp. 
Stamping is compulsory. ~ 

Bil] of exchange and Promissory 
note :—The bill of exchange and 
promissory note duty in force at 
present is on-a graduated scale. 
The new rate will be a uniform 
one of 10 cents for every $500. 
For large amounts this is. lower 
than the present rate. It is also 
considerably lower than the rates 
in force in the United Kingdom 
and Straits Settlements. . The 
bill of -.exchange . duty — is 
expressly made to apply to 
circular notes, letters of ersdit aid 
“travellers cheques.” The duty on 
chequee is raised from 5 cents to 
10 cents. A temporary regulation 
will be made allowing the use up 
to the 30th June of cheques 
atamped before a date to be 
specified in the regulation. 

Bill of lading:—The duty on 
bills of lading when the fraight is 
$3 or more is raised from 20 to 30 
cents. 

Charter party:—The duty is 
raised from 10 cents to 25 cents 
for every $100 of the charter hire. 

Conveyance on sale:—The pre- | 
sent conveyance duty is 50 cents 
for every $100. The new &chedule 
keeps to this rate for all cases in 
which the amount or value of the 
consideration does not exceed 
$5,000, but where it exceeds. that 
figure the new rate will be $1 for 
every $100. , 
“Declaration of trust:—The 
duty on this has been raised 
from $10 to $20, and the heading 
is made to include revocations.of 
trust also, . ee ' 

Deed.:—The general deed. duty 
has been -ra‘sed from $10 to §20.

~ .The following draft regulations 
in connection with the Bill were

The adhesive stamps to he 
used on bills of exchange, circular 
notes, letters, letters of credit, 
“traveller's cheques,”’ Chinese 
shippers books and ships receipts 
(other than bills of lading) shal!

adif an adhesive revenue stamp 
of the value of. five cents shall 
have been affixed thereto before 
signature and shall have been 
effectively cancelled. : 

Certificates to practise during 
the year 1921, taken out by per- 
sons practising at the commence- 
ment of the Ordinance, shall be 
deemed to have been duly taken 
out and stamped if taken out and 
stamped within one month after 
the commencement of this 
Ordinance. : 

THE DISCUSSION. 

In moving the first reading the 
Hon. Attorney General made a 
lengthy speech, explaining many 
of the altered and new duties in 
detail. He said that-the existing 
law had ‘been found very 
defective. and no doubt the 
present Bill would” ba 
found to contain ‘defects also. 
Tbe Government hoped: that the) 
Bill, when published inthe Gazetle 
would be very closely considered 
by allclass of persona whom. it 
affected and that’ they would 
make any representations they, 
wished ag early as possible. Any 
criticism would be welcomed and 
cstefully considered.. It was 
hoped that any alterations could

HE. the Officer Administering 
the Government pointed out that 
a Committee reprasenting many 
interests of the Colony «had 
been considering the Bilt for 
months and the Bill was — 
the result. of its recam- 
mondetions, The “object of” 
the Bill was to raise more 
revenue, and when ‘the Budget 
was introduced tast October 
Hon. Members knew perfectly 
well that it was anticipated to in- 
crease the stamp duties and to. 
impose additional duties. The 
additional revenue estimated to 
be raised from that source was 
then placed at $1,000,000. He 
did not understand how — it 
could be thought that the duties 
would interfére with the freedom 
of trade-—they certainly: did not 
do that. One or two of the 
duties. would have very bene- 
ficial effects in © c ntrolling. 
transactions that — certainly 
could not by considered a benefit 
to the trade of the Colony and in ~ 
that respect ought be applauded 
rather than denounced. The 
Government desired. that all 
interests affected should 
given opportunities 
expressing opinions and those 
opinions would be carefully con- 
sidered. ; 

After further discussion it was, 
decided to adjourn the meeting 
until Monday afternoon, Aprit 
25th, copies of the Bill to be 
circulated in the meantime to the 
bodies mentioned above.

Professor Alfred E. Zimmern, 
has a remarkable article on™ The 
Condition of Isurope™ in the 
Weish Outlook. : 

He says that the present 
condition of Europe is die firstly 
to the character and length of 
the war, and secondly, to action 
taken or not taken by Allied 
statesmen since the Armistice. 

“ By the ond of Armistice week 
Britain had forgotten her can- 
tinental responsibilities, ‘sabdi- 
cated her moral: leadership. and 
plunged herself ‘into trivial 
domestic controversy. ‘Tne Pre- 
mier had made his first Coalition 
electoral speeeh,”. says Prof, 
Zimmern, a wee pe a 

“The General Election o 
in whieh, with rare exceptions, 
defeated bare. .themselves 
with ax little dignity as the 
victors, stands out the further 
ono moves away from it, aw a 
milestone in European history. 
It will take Britain a generation 
to live itdown. Iris a monument 
to the political slow: wittedness. of 
the British people and to the 
political unscruputousness of the 
Tammany Bosses and the Hearst 
Press (Louse there American 
parallels advised] y,) who hetween 
thom .dragged a weak Govern. 
ment and oan unimaginative 
vlectorate througu the mud, Ti 
was the direct ‘cause of the 
policy pursued durieg the suc- 
ceeding mouths at. Paris. which 
aggravated instead of relieving 
sickness of Europe, and made of 
1919, the looked for year of hope, 
perhaps the blackest year in 
European bistory. 

FOUR CHARGES. 

“Wour changes in particular 
can be brought against the Allied 
atatesmen. “(1) They did not 
make peace. Instead they sat 
for months drawing up Treaties, 
the last of which is not even yet 
ratified, so that, twenty-five 
months after the armistice, the 
official end of the war’ is still 
eluding us on the horizon. Had 
the procedure of 1814 or of 1871 
been followed, ‘peace prelimina- 
ries’ would have been concluded 
bstween the five enemy States 
and the Allies, as could have 
been done in weeks rather. than 
in months (in 1814 it took five 
weeks), leaving the voluminous 
details to be settled at lejsure 
after commercial relations and 
normal intercourse .had, been 
resumed. With incredible folly 
the Allies and especially Britain, 
demobilised their armies, whilst 
remaining at war with their 
enemies. The present situation 
in Armenia, Greéce, and through- 
cut the Middle East is the result. 

PROBLEMS IGNORED. 

*@Q) The Allies ignored the 
problems presented by — the 
e onomic prostration of Europe. 
the interallied economic organ: 
isation built up during the war, 
which could have been turned 
into an agency of relief, was dis- 
mantled. The result was chaos, 
Out of chaos, after much wrang- 
ling. there emerged--eharity on 
the one side and mendicaney and 
paup-rism on the other. It is 
too late now. to hope for interma- 
tional or governmental measures 
on any .large scale, to restore 
Europe to productivity. We are 
thrown back upon soup kitchen 
methods (which the Germans, in- 

cidentally, are not slow to use for 

the purpose of sowing dissension 
‘| between tho Allies), and upon the 

inflow of private captial. Eurape is 

in the condition of an undeveloped 
‘ larea calling out for foreign com- 
missionaries. If Vicenna or Riga, 
or Sofia, or Moscow, cannot afford 
to buy their own raw materials 
they must look for so them and 
set their machinery running and 
their demoralised labourers work- 
ing. But the political consequen- 
ces of this. turn of events are 
incalculable. The ‘sovereignty’ 
of:States in a position of such 
obvious dependence, may or may 
not entitle them to membership 
of the League of Nations. It 
does not make them independent 
agents in the world’s life and 
activites. 

FATUOUS ECONOMIC CLAUSES. 

(3) “Thee economic clauses of 
the Treaties themselves, especial- 
ly those of Versilles and St. 
Germuins, aro fatuous, In 
particular the delay in fixing the

These 
are. now palatable: facts, Thoy- 
have, therefore, never been made 
clear tothe British people at 
home and overseas. But they 
remain facte. ‘Those whe seok 
further details will find them in 
the careful analysis of the terma 
of the Pre-Arinistics Convention 
and of the Treaty of Versailles in 
the volumes recently published 
by the Institute of Interriational 
Affaire. “(4)- British economic 
policy since the Armistice has 
been far from generous more 
especially’ towards Allies who 
hava suffered more severely from 
the war-than ourselves.” In part- 
icular, our action in extracting 
monopoly profits ontof the export 
of our coal, which was, second to 
credit, the most indispensable 
factor in the restoration - of 
European productivity, has been 
shortsighted to the verge of 
criminality, as every Tecent tra- 
veller in Allied lands can testify. 
“Such being the spirit and 
methods of Allied statesmanship, 
it is not surprising that Europe 
has-been plunged, during the last 
two yeurs, into a vortex of petty 
intrigue, uccompanied by a uni- 
versal mood of lassitude and dis- 
illusion. Reeovery will be slow, 
for things being what they are, it 
will come from the peoples. from 
the. activity of individuals and 
groups, rather than from govern- 
ments. But two encouraging 
tendencies can be mentioned at

disheartening survey. Thanks to 
the wisoand self-respecting state: - 
manship of President Masaryk 
and M. Benes Czecho-Slovakia 
has drawu together some of the 
ex‘Huapsburg countries—notably 
Jugoslavia and Roumania into 
the so-called Little Entente, for 
mutual protection and co-opora- 
tion, ‘This marks a turning away 
from dependence on: Paris and 
London toa mood of selfdepen- 
dence. Czecho-Stovakia and, 
Jugo slavia,. as their exchanges 
testify, are finding their feet, and 
should lend support and. stability 
toothers. A similar influence 
will be increasingly exerted by 
the peagant parties aud -groups 
whom the chances of the blockade 
(which altered. the economic 
balance between town and coun- 
try) have everywhere brought in 
to fresh power and prominence. 

“Whatever Lenin may have 
hoped, Europe is being painted, 
in these post-war years, not red 
but green. Her towns are di- 
minishing, but her peasants have 
become more opulent, not only 
paying ‘off their mortgages, but 
acquiring their own properties. 
From France to Russia, from 
Sicily to the Baltic Provinces this 
movement is in evidence; and 
despite the inevitable reaction 
and clericalism that it involves, 
it is one of the strongest. sources 
of-hope to those who believe that, 
in her present state of prostration. 
Europe's two grea’est needs are, 
first stability, and tnen a revalua- 
tion of valves and a return to 
simpler and more genuine ways 
of living.” * :

-“It is expectad that the ex- 
pedition will consist of six mem- 
bers, including five déctorr, ota 
of whom is a Chinese and another 
an Egyptian,” said Dr. Leiner,

Tho suggestion is made that it 
would not be a bad idea to hold 
the races for the America’ Cup 
altornately -hero and in United 
States wators. [t would certainly 
(remarks a correspondent of the 
Glasgow Herald) givo a much- 
needed fillip to international 
yachting if such an arrangement 
were agrocd to, and hopes aro 
expressed in several quarters 
that it very soon will be.

ONE LEAGUE OR TWO? 


The report Reuter ‘gave us yesterday that President 
Qlarding has definitely turned his. bagk on the present 
- ‘League of Nations must have caused little or no surprise 
to those who have followed that. stalesman’s recent utter- 
ances. ‘She Republican party has. been averse to the 
League ever siice President Wilson returned to Washington 
from the Paris Conference and very undiplumatically tried 
to force-a Treaty and League Covenant on his tellow- 
countrymen without giving them the opportunity to discuss 
it. And now, it would seem, America will regain her 
status of being at peace with Germany by means of a 
resolution in Congress—a procedure to which President 
Harding agrees, but which ex-Lresident Wilson stoutly 
maintained was unconstitutional. Just in what manner 
America gains that peave slatus concerns only American 
politicians, but the rejection of the League of Nations 
(which is described as being a “quilitary alliance”) isa 
matter of grave concern to the Allies and to international 
diplomacy. ; ; ; 
The Anierican view of the League makes interesting 
study. President ‘Harding declares that, the highest 
purpose of the League was defeated by linking it to the 
Treaty of Peace, such linking making i but an en forcing 
agency in the hands of the victors im the war. Surely, 
that was not the spirit in which the League was conceived 
and established. as a perusal of its lengthy Covenant will 
reveal! Lt nay have been au unfortunate coincidence (we 
don't agree (hat it-was), but it was just that and nothing 
more. We honesily believe that the League of Nations was 
born’ out of a genuine desire to control jnternational 
differences, and the fact that.it lias been subscribed 
to by su many nations and that its Committees have 
- earnestly set. to work to establish a just international 
- machinery greatly strengthens that opinion. Admittedly, 
‘there are jaults im it; it would- have been miraculous 
if in so short a space of ‘time perfection had been 
reached. Admittedly, il has not accodtplished so very 
much, but it has accomplished something. And its organis- 
ation could easily have been made the nucleus of that bet- 
ter and revised authority that even Americans desire to sec 
established. President’ Harding admits that it is im- 
possible to ignore settlements already eflected ; that 
America must place no difficulty in the way of effecting, 
with just reparations. (hal restoration, for which all 
Europe yearns : that America’s part in the readjustment 
and restoration cannot be ignored; and that the United 
States, are ready to co-operate with other nations to 
eliminate the’ savy burden of armaments... Yet, in the same 
breath, he tel the Allies and those other countries in the 
League with them, that they have all gone on the wrong 
path and that their Covenant (designed to bring about. the 
very things he himself desires) is but a military alliance. 
We are not optimistic as to the cordiality with which 
the American proposed “ covenant of relationships” will be 
greeted. Amevicans, says the President, in nowise surrender 
their aim for an association to promote peace and, with the 
definite rejection of the League of Nations, may proceed to 
negotiate tor the establishment of some other body. Will 
the Allies withdraw from the League and join the 
‘American-inspired body? Or will there ‘be two rival 
camps after the same end! That is an important query 
because on its answering rests the securing of unanimity or 
otherwise. Unless all nations are going to co-operate 
under one set of auspices, little good will ever he accom- 
plished. ‘Tiere is only roo for one: or anisation, . there 
cannot be room for two. We hope our. American friends 
have realised that and have weighed the chances of the 
League of Nations going’ into voluntary liquidation in 
__ order to free its member nations to join anew oreenieaow 
' Frankly, we-cannot see the League of Nations doing any- 
thing of the sort. ;

Bus fares, postages, and the like 
eat up quite a good sum, and the 
mombor tor Burnley figures out 
that £370 of his year’s salary is 
gone beforo « penny has b-on 
allowed for clothing for bimself, 
or his wife. 
éx-Leador of the Labour Party, 
gave the co+t of his season ticket 
to Fife, his constituency, at over 
£186, so that rajl travelling alone 
consumed nearly 50 per cent. of 
his salary. Hotel expenses re- 
present £160, postages £15, 
and charities .a “like «sum. 
Remembering also that tho 
M.P.'s position is sometimes 
precarious—his tenure may last 
years; it may not evon last 
months—the post is not quite 
such an enviable one as appears 
at first sight, On tho basis of 
living costs, Mr. Adamson

The Committee, deprecating 2 
change in the amount of the 
salary, recommends exemption 
from Income-tax, freo first-claus 
travel between London and tho 
membor's constituency, and free 
postage. This concessio1 in 
regard to travel will go a long 
way towards, removing the 
hsndicap on members for distant 
constituencies, It is proposed 
that a certain number of. official 
envelopes shall be issued to 
mombers. Thero is evidently to be 
no revival of the abuso associated 
with tho old days of “franking,” 
when an M.P, could send anybody 
else’s letters free ‘as well as his 
own. 


An Echo of the ‘“ Emden.” 


Since the ending of the war left 
many officers of the old German 
Army in the ‘position of Othello’ 
some of them have been at curious 
shifts. It was not very 
long after the Armistice that 
a body of these celebrated sabre- 
clankers ‘complacently proposed 
that they should bo taken into 
the allied servico for fighting 
Bolsheviks, Communists, or some- 
body. Among the German 
officers, however, were a few who 
commanded’ a certain sort of 
admiration. One of these was 
Captain von Muller, of “Emden” 
fame, whose exploits fill a 
good-sized pago in the naval 
history of the war.. He certainly 
gave us arun beforo baing him- 
self run to earth (literally) in the 
neighbourhood of the Cocos 
Islands. If the report that Capt. 
Muller has met his end in an 


affray with the plebescite police 
in Upper Silesia is correct, it is 
an indifferent termination to a 
somewhat dramatic career,

-|THE HOUSE COLLAPSE. 


One Body Recovered. 

The work of clearing the mass 
of fallen masonry consequent on 
the collapse of two houses at Old 
Bailey early yesterday morning, 
was commenced at a late 
hour last night, Under the 
light of a number of Kitson 
lamps, gangs of workmen set 
about removing the debris under 
which several persons were 
known to be buried. Although

The Hon. Colonial Secretary 
replied as follows :— 


The Govornment is not prepar- 
ed to take such a referendum as 
is suggested, because the con- 
struction of the road has been. 
approved by. the Legislative 
Council. Tho road will be of 
the greatest value not only as 
a means of access to all 
parts of the Peak eventually by 
motor vehicles but also it will 
reduce the cost of carriage of road 
and building materials to at 
least one half the presont price. 
It may also have the desirable 
result of lessening considerably 
the employment of women and 
children in carrying burdens to 
the Hill District. The new align- 
ment of the road will make it 
possible to construct branch 
roads connecting other por- 
tions of the Hill District ‘with 
the lower levels. { may 
add that applications for building 
sites on the portion of road in 
question are being received. 


The Public Works Committee 
of this Council at a, meeting held 
on 8th October, 1920, unanimous- 
ly recommended the construct- 
ion of this road at an estimated 
eost of $86,250. At a further 
meeting of the Committee held 
fon 13th January, 1921, a change 
in the route wasrecommended ata 
revised ostimate of $118,187, the 
hon, member dissenting. Govern- 
ment adopted the policy advocat- 
ed by the Committee, but the re- 
vised estimate proved somewhat 
too low and on the 9th of April a 
contract for the construction of

the road at a cost of $127,965 was 
signed. _ “os 
Arising out the answer, Mr, 
Pollock asked what grounds 
the Government had: for the 
statement that the road 
would reduce the cost of the 
carriage of road and building 
materials by one-half. He 
would also like to ask for 
particulars. of any applications 
made for building sites on that 
portion of the road in question. 


On the invitation of His Excell- 
oncy, the Hon. Director of Public 
Works replied, stating that last 
weck he had an opportunity of 
seeing a Dennis car, with ao 
carrying capaity of two tons. 
The weight of the car was 
2 tons 15 ewt., the total loaded 
weight being 4 tons.15 cwt. 
This car loaded could climb 
to the topin 15 minutes— 
an average speed of 10 miles 
an: hour. Under Government 
contracts the present cost of 
conveying materials to the Peak 
was $7.92 per ton, but the Dennis 
car could take materials to 
Mount Kellet for $1.72 per ton. 
That was after allowing for every 
conceivable item of expenditure. 
Applications had already been 
received for sites and he 
knew that there were other 
tentative applications, because of 
enquiries as to when the road 
would be completed: The Asiatic 
Petroleum Company was among 
the applicants.

President-elect Harding Is Said 
to Have Approved the Proposal. 

It is reported that President 
Harding is determined to amalga- 
mate the war, navy, and air 
services of the Government intoa 
single department of nationals 
defence, with one chief and sub- 
secretaries for each, one purchas- 
ing agency for all, and with joint 
bourds of each service responsible 
for the. proper defenco of the 
country at all times, This plan 
meets with the hearty approval of 
men who have given this subjeet 
much disinterested thought in 
recent years. : 

Mr. Charles G. Dawes of 
Chicago is believed to be the man 
who brought this suggestion to 
Mr. Harding's attention in an 
emphatic way and Mr. Dawes 
learned his lesson and the neces- 
sity of such action in the school 
of experience during the year in 
France. Members of Congress 
for a decade have complained 
against having to appropriate for 
cannon for the army and-cannon 
for the navy and -cannon for for- 
tifications, and now they are in a 
maze in the matter of making 
appropriations for airplanes for 
four different branches of: the 
Government. «Having«no techni- 


cal knowledge on the subject iand |}, 


having no personal responsibility 
in the matter, Congress un masse 
would like to see this muddle 
ended, providing somebody else 
does it. 

Mr. Harding must get the con- 
sent of Congress to amalgamate 
the departments mentioned and, 
prior to asking its permission, 
John W. Weeks, the new Secre- 
tary of War, and Edwin Denby, 
the new Secretary of the Navy, 
must. work out the plan of ac 
tion. This change can be effected 
by such determined men as the 
new Cabinet officors, but, in the 


meantime, officers and men in|} 


the departments will bring all the 
Congressional influence they can 
find to bear on them to put a stop 
to it. This has been the experi- 
ence of every economy and effi- 
ciency agency that has tried to 
effect a reorganization of the 
Government.and explains why 
members of Congress who really 
favour the Harding idea. have 
never had the courage to initiate 
it themselves. 

The amalgamation of the army, 
the navy, and'the air services, it 
has been estimated,. may easily 
reduce expenditures by theGover- 
nment for war :services at least 
one-third. Not only. a heavy 
overhead centralized and greatly 
reduced, but an end will be put to 
rivalry aud competitive bidding 
between the departments, When 
Gen. Pershin established a central 
purchasing department for the 
army in France two years ago 
and placed Mr. Dawes at the head 
of it he did it without authority 
of law, but the saving in time and 
money together with the certainty 
and dispatch of the operations of 
the department brought economy 
and efficiency .where absolute 
chaos reigned before. 

It is no seoret that under the old 
method. of appropriating for 
Government departments various 
bureaus have been known to get 
appropriations from eight to ten 
committees of Congress; 
the new system in the House of 
Representatives, where one app- 


ropriations committee has sup-. 


planted the ten, an end hag been 
put.to some of this duplication. 
The.amalgamation of duplicating 
departments stiould remove the 
remainder... .
